Hence the vital importance that 
he attaches to the alliance with Moscow, what- 
éver the regime. 

- De Gaulle, moreover, held on to one certain- 
ty: The only effective force in the international 
arena is the nation, not ideology. To him, com- 
tmunism and fascism were transitory phenome- 
na — disguises hiding Germanism, Slavism or 
any other form of national imperialism. 

ἡ The rule of the prime importance of the 
nation, according to him, was confirmed in 
August 1914, when the working classes of Ger- 
many and France followed the appeals of their 
national leaders rather than those of Karl Lieb- 
knecht and Jean Jaurés. Similarly, the Soviet 
Union, on the brink of defeat in 1941, stood 
firm on the Volga and reversed the course of the 
war in response to Stalin's invocation of Peter 
the Great and Marshal Mikhail Kutuzov, hero 


of the resistance to Napoleon. 
” The wartime alliance with Stalin and the 
French Communist Party thus seemed natural 


to de Gaulle. This alliance went further than is 
generally thought: On June 6, 1942, exasperat- 
ed by his disagreements with Churchill over 
Madagascar, de Gaulle asked Alexander Bogo- 
molov. the Soviet representative to the Free 
French who had previously held the same posi- 
tion in Vichy, whether the Soviet government 
would be willing to offer its hospitality to him 
and to his movement as he had lost faith is His 
Majesty's government, Some time later he con- 
templated sending two of the French divisions 
that were fighting at the side of the British to 
the Soviet Front, where they would have joined 
the Freach Air Force squadron Normandie- 
Niemen. In the same period, in London, he 
received an official representative of the French 
Communist Party, Fernand Grenier, who later 
became one of the first members of his party to 
join the Freach government in Algiers. 

Cooperation on precise objectives with 
French or foreign Communists did not -
